Lynn, Miiss., Ndv. 27, — Lynn, tho 
City of Kli<)('s. wiiH yc'j^terday afternoon 
vi8it(Hl liy tlu' Lrrcatcst fire ui its lii.storj', 
and with hut two exceptions, the most 
diBastrous which has 9mt vldtsd New 
liHigiaiMi. The ezctoptions are the great 
Boston me of iSlt, which destroyed be- 
tween eighty imd ninety millionH of dol- 
lars worth of property, and the Portland 
fire of 1806, which caused a loss of be- 
tween ten and twelve millions. 

Yesterday's flre started at 11:55 a. m., 
raged over ' elcht hours, devastated a 
square mile of fiie buiiasBS seotion uf the 
City aud caused a loss estimated at $10,- 
0()0,0(JO. In fact, the greater part of 
Waril 4 is wiped out as regards the im- 
portant slioe manufaotuiii^lilockiand 
promiuent places of buxiness. 

The fire 8tart«Hl m M«)wer's wooden 
building on Alniont street, over thip 
Ixjiler, and spread with hucIi rapidity 
that tliu excellent tire de[)artinent of the 
city was powerless to cope with it. Hiis 
large wooden building was soon doomed, 
and ibm iaaaes leaped across a narrow 
passa^i^e way and commimicated with 
the six-story brick block known as 
Mower's block. When these two buUd- 
ings got well under way it was evident 
a terrible oontlagration would result. 

Simultaneously the four-story wooden 
shoe factory of Bennett & Ik'mard on 
Central avenue and the four-story wood- 
en building on Almontstreet caught fire, 
and when under way a hurricane of 
flame was in progress which blanched 
the clieeks of all who were looking on. 
For eiglit liours ttie flames had full sway, 
the enortri of firemen and citizens seem- 
inglj' Ijeiujjf of no avail. The burned 
territory is boimded by the follovring 
named staraBts: Aimout, Central avenue 
at its jiiUDBon with Wilson street, Union 
street from its junction with Broad to 
the Boyden block on both Mm, ML 
Vernon street entire, Central square en- 
tire; Beach street on both sides as far 
down as Lees lumber yard; Washington 
street from Momxw through to Union, 
Railroad aTenue, all of ExebMiigfi street. 
Broad Mreet, nom the en|jue house on 
botli sides up as far as the comer of Ex- 
change; Spring street enthe, besides 
dwelling houHS too nnmeioai to men- 
tion on Sufitolk, Amity, BsgMnote and 
Beach streets. 

Aid arrived from Boston, Salem, Mar- 
blehead and other surrounding towns, 
but tlie united efforts seemed to liave 
little effect on the hurricane of flame. 
Scenes familiar in tlie great Boston and 
Chicago lira were repeated in all their 
horrn»— mothers fleeing with babes in 
their ijrms, express wagons loading at 
business and dwelling houses, and trans- 
ferring goods to places of safety, in numy 
oases a second removal being necessary, 
and the utmost confusion and alarm pre- 
vailing. The excitement increased and 
became a panic as it became realised that 
a conflagration threatened tihe entire 
budnep ouarlnr wm in progress. 

Aftsr the flre had been burning two 
hoius everybody sgreed that it would 
not stop until it had reached the ocean, 
and thiH pn)ve<l to be tlie case. Four 
daily neuspiiiKrH are burned out — ^The 
Item, Bee, PresH and News, three after- 
noon and one iiiomiuK. Three National 
banks, the Central, Security and First 
National, togetlier with the Lyim insti- 
tution for savings, locat(>d in the First 
National block, are all wipt^l out. 
Twelve of tkeflnest slMie Uoeks in the 
city are in tiis mine and abont tw«tty- 
five stores. 

At All writing it is impossible to say 
how many dweuings are burned. The 
houses destroyed were mostly those occu- 
pied by popr peoDle, in tlie Tioiiiity of 
Beach soeet sod the wliarves. u is im- 
possible as y^ to estimate the (nsiuanoe, 
but consennKtiTe estimates place tiie loss 
on property 110,000,000. IhmyMn 
many narrow eio^ies fhnn vMasa in- 
iuries, but no fsmHtiw are mported.

London, Nov. ::'7. — James Oordon Ben- 
nett lias re<-ei\ ed the following dispatch 
from his special correspondent in Africa* 
dated at BiEigamoyo:

That Vm9«m aa AMmss to the Wool 
OrowM-a or the United Mates. 

COLOHBUS, O., Not. 87.— At a called 
meeting of the Ohio Wool Growers' as- 
sociation held yesterday aft important 
address to the wool growers of the 
United States was prepared.

The address is quite lengthy, but the 
ewential features are a« foUovrs: 

In view of the imminent dariRpr which 
threflteuR all the industries of onr nation, 
and especially the* production and manufac- 
ture of w<x)l, the wool gfrowein of Ohio 
hereby address the following sentiments to 
the wool growers of the United States, and 
lu-ge the necoaaity of unity and aottvlty In 
order to avert the peril Oi fMi trade or free 
wool with which they are now menaced. 
The wool growers of Ohio therefore advo- 
cate a protective ayatMn. A tariff for reve- 
nue will not secure protection.
